The Germans have been storming Sevastopol for nine days. 
They have sent up to 2,000 planes a day against its defenses. 
Several divisions are carrying the attack on land. This is an 
all-out effort, and we don't mean maybe. 

So far the defenders have withstood the attacks successfully, 
although in spots they have had to yield some ground. We should 
be ready for disturbing news in the near future, for the Germans 
here are. in a position to throw unlimited num ers against 
Savastopol. The conditions are quite different from those obtain- 
ing during the Crimean War when Savastopol withstood a siege 
of 11 months. At that time there was a ring of enemy troops 
around the fortress, but the entire rear, the interior, was in 
Russian hands. Now the German besiegers have the rear at their 
disposal and can pump in any amount of troops to obtain a decision 
on this small sector. True, during the Crimean war the “allies” 
had command of the sea which is in Soviet’ hands today, but 
the situation on land, as far as the fortress is concerned, is much 
more difficult today. 

In evaluating the news and in reacting to them, we must bear 
in mind that after the momentous events which have taken place 
in London and Wahington of late, the German General Staff 
will be forced to play its last cards recklessly and ruthlessly. 
| The only thing they can do now is to drive for a quick decision 
| in the East. And this is about the only thing they CANNOT 
| ACHIEVE. But the terrific impact of that last effort is bound 
| to make some serious dents in the Soviet lines. We should envisage 
this as an engineer watches a heavy train passing over the new. 
bridge he built—the tridge bends under the enormous weight, but 
this has been foreseen.
